Frankfort, Ky . Jan. 20.— There 
are a total of 480 banks, trust com- 
panies and combined banks and trust 
companies in Kentucky at the be- 
ginning of 1911. Of this number 
there are 260 state banks with a 
capital of less than 125,000 each, 
about 115 state banks with a capital 
of from $25,000 to $50,000, about 
60 state banks with a capital of $50- 
000 to $100,000. and about 35 with a 
capital of from $100,000 to $200,000, 
and about 20 with a capital ranging 
from $200,000 to $2,000,000. 

Mr. Bruner said today he had de- 
termined to put all his own work 
aside and examine each banking in- 
stitution in the state under his juris- 
diction this year. 

During the past two years deposits 
have increased from $56,500,000 to 
$70,500,000. On the whole, there 
are but few orverdrafts.

Affairs In Good Shape. 

Frankfort. Ky., Jan. 20.— State 
Inspector McKenzie R. Todd has filed 
with the Governor his report of the 
inspection made of the Kentucky 
Children's Home Society, covering 
a period from June 1.

31. 1910 

Kentucky appropriates $30,000 
annually to the maintenance of the 
home at 1086 Baxter avenue, Louis- 
ville. In addition to the $30,000, 
the report shows that between $16.- 
000 and $18,000 annually is contrib- 
uted by the citizens of the State of 
Kentucky, the total income being 
about $46,000. 

The inspector states that in addi- 
tion to 1,470 children received and 
the replacing of children who have 
n returned to the home, 2,320 
have been cared for since the or- 
ganization of the society.

Tne 
amendment, in full is as follows: 

"Provided, further, that no suit 
against a corporation or j tint st'.ck 
company brought in a state court of 
the state in which the plaint'if re 
rides, or in whi*h thec*u«e of action 
arises, or in which the defendant has 
its place of business or carries|on its 
business shall !>!> removed'lto any 
United States court on the ground 
of diverge citizenship." 

Mr. Barrett in explaining the 
amendment said it would prevent a 
New Jersey corporation. f*f instance 
from transferring state court suits 
against it to United States courts on 
the ground that the officersjand di- 
rectors of the corporation live in 
New York. 

The amendment is regarded as an 
important one and called out a gen- 
eral debate. 

The house also adopted an amend- 
ment offered by Representative 
Thomas, of Kentucky, fixing $5,000 
instead of $2,000 as the minimum 
value that shall be involved in civil 
suits before the United States cour s 
shall have original juris Jic'.ior . 
This action was taken, it was srated, 
to relieve the federal courts from 
much litigation which might just as 
well be carried on in the state courts. 

The value in suits to be removed 
from state courrs to federal conns 
also was ra ; s >d from 12.000 to $5,000.

Kan, Ian, 18.— J. E. Wil- 
liams, representative from Log .n 
county, introduced in the house to 
day a bill K quiring that all brides 
and bridegrooms must have health 
certificates before they can obtain a 
marriage license. The bill provide 
that physicians must pass on candi- 
dates not more than ten days before 
the application for the license is 
made, and if he makes any fa se 
statement bd is to be fined from $200 
to $600, or be sent to jail for ninety 
days. Any official who issues the 
license and any clergyman or offi ::al 
who marries a couple without havino 
the certificate may , under the bill, 
be fined from 1100 to $300 and be 
sent to j n'l for from thirty days to

Hopkinsviile, Ky., and Clarksville, 
Tenn.. are close enough for the citi- 
zens of one to shake hands with the 
citizens of the other after but a 
brief ride on the cars. Both are 
pioneer cities established when the 
Kentucky Purchase was open for 
settlement. 

Clarksville was for many years the 
head of navigation on the Cumber- 
land River, while Hopkinsviile was 
the relay station for the wago.i 
trains going from the Ohio River to 
Nashville and points South. 

Clarksville had the incidental ad- 
vantage of being on a navigable 
stream. 

Hopkinsviile has two railroads, 
Clarksville has the same two. 

Both are in the same tobacco terri- 
tory, and the soil surrounding both 
is alike. The citizenship is bound to 
be of the same stripe, as everybody 
in Clarksville is kin to everybody in 
Hopkir -ville. 

But Clarksville, which haJ 2.151 
more inhabitants in IBM than Hop- 
kinsville. now has S71 less. 

There is bound to be a reason for 
this. It may be because of the fact 
that Clarksville i3 in Tennessee, 
while Hopkinsviile is in Kentucky. 
But there's not that much difference 
in state*. It may be that Hopkins- 
viile just naturally out-talked its 
Tennessee neighbor and started mi- 
gration in that direction. 

However it may be, sitting at a 
c KVfienient distance, where rocks 
t:irovv:i from one at another will not 
touch us, we give it as our opinion 
that the reason can be seen in the 
fact that tht; Hopkinsviile adminis- 
tration hu- pursued a sane and safe 
policy on public matters, and has 
not permitted fanaticism to get the 
ascendancy. If ourded- uctions are 
right, they ought to form a lesson 
for Clarksville. and perhaps for other 
cities.— Bowling Green Messenger.
